Enough Moisture 


For Fall Planting 


M a n y Fall and Winter 


Crops Will Be Planted 


Next Few Days 


With proper management and oa.re 


in planting, and with adequate mois- 
ture from now on, one can almost 
produce enough 
food 
to 
live on 


through the winter. Fall gardens can 
bo planted, including practically all 
the vegetables which arc commonly 
planted in the spring, and with a 
plentiful supply of these vegetables 
one can be much belter supplied with 
food than if they depend on some out- 
side agency for assistance. Several 
land owners in different sections of 
tho county have indicated their will- 
ingness to furnish land free of charge 
to persons who wanted it to plant in 
such crops. 
Fall Irish potatoes, ac- 


cording to the extension service,.may 
be planted with reasonable certainty 
of a crop, as late as Sept. 10. 


"Rye and Turnips" will be adun- 


clantly planted now since this mois- 
ture has fallen, and there getting in 
this early will mean a large amount 
ol pasture and feed for the stock this 
winter. Oats planted at this time will 
turnish abundant pasture for stock 
this fall and with a favorable winter 
will live through and be there for 
early pasture next spring. Accord- 
ing to experiments carried on by the 
University of Arkansas it has been 
touncl that oats planted in the open 
lurrow will come much nearer living 
through the winter than those plant- 
ed and harrowed in. A grain drill is 
best for this, but the corn planter 
may be used putting three rows in 
tho cotton middles. By planting these 
oats where fertilizer was applied last 
spring they will get much 
benefit 


Irom it. "AH feed crops like oats, 
rye or wheat should be planted on 
the most fertile land according to 
0. A. McKnight of Washington Route 
1, who has had considerable practi- 
cal experience with such crops.

a principle, The American Legion in- 
sisted that' congress authorize a com- 
petent and 
official 
commission to 


stud ythis principle and to make rec- 
ommendations as to the plan by which 
such a principle can be made effec- 
tive. 


"Accordingly, at the instigation of 


the Legion, a resolution known as the 
Rccd-Wninwright resolution, and later 
as the Itccd-Sncll 
resolution, 
was 


adopted by the House and Senate 
and approved by the President. Tin's 
resolution creates a commission com- 
posed of four members of the House, 
four members of the Senate and six 
members of the President's cazinct. 
Regardless of the wording of the res- 
olution, the objective of the Legion 
has been accomplished in that the 
congress .has recognized the import- 
ance of this principle and has auth- 
orized an official commission to study 
the problem and to make its recom- 
mendations. It is the hope of the Le- 
gion that this commission will begin 
its study at once and give to the 
American people the benefits of its 
findings upo nthis important problem 
within the near future." 


Kclicf For Disabled 


Some of the outstanding proviisons 


of the recent legilsation for the dis- 


abjod were reviewed by Mr. Bodcn- 
hamer, in part as follows: 


"The one 
pMoce of legislation in 


which the Legion has been most vi- 
tally interested this year, was that 
having to do with the care of our dis- 
abled and their dependents. This leg- 
islation 'will benefit probably 
more 


than 200,000 veterans. At the Louis- 
ville convention the Legion made cer- 
tain recommendations with reference 
to amendments to the World War 
Veterans Acl. As a result of these 
recommendations, together with sug- 
gested amendments by others inter- 
ested in veteran legislation, a bill has 
been passed which Includes some 40 
amendments to the 
act. 
many of 


which wcrcadvocaled by the Legion. 


"One of the most important pro- 


visions, is the repeal of the limiting 
dale within which disabled men were 
obliged to file applications for com- 
pensation, and also the date which 
limited thctime for the submission of 
evidence. Hereafter, a disabled man 
can filca claiam at any time in the 
future which he may select. Here, 
after,' due regard shall be given to 
lay and other evidence not of a med- 
ical nature. In the past, this has 
caused considerable trouble in view 
of the fact that proof was limited to 
a professional or technical character. 
This new provision will make it pos- 
sible for thousands of disabled men 
to prove scrvie connection through 
lay evidence." ^ 
• 


Wheat Is Advised 
For Feedings Hogs 


County Agent .Will Make 


List Wanting Wheat 


in Next Few Days 


As a drouth relief measure it is 


planned to order co-operatively a car 
of feed wheat for farmers in Hemp- 
stead coimty, according to County 
Agent Lynn L. Smith. An attempt 
will be made • thoaev . 
will be made to have this carload 
made up and toarrive the latter part 
of this week or the first of next; 
therefore those who want wheat must 
get their orders in to Lynn Smith 
at thccarliest possible! date. T8hosc 
farmers who get their orders in early 
will be allowed to have this wheat, 
at the car door, at cost, ohwcvcr, if 
the wheat must be unloaded from the 
car it will" cost several cents more 
per bushel. By getting this wheat in 
a co-operative way the reduction of 
freight rates will be passed on to far- 
mers; consequently the cost per bush- 
el will be about 51.000 at the car door. 
This will be several cents cheaper 
than corn with the result that any- 
one who plans to buy. corn for hog 
feed will do well to purchase wheat 
at this extremely low price. 
Since 


this wheat will be bearded it can 
be used for seed also. With pork 
selling atthc price it is we can afford 
to feed wheat to hogs and market 
them provided -we have the hogs on 
hand and would otherwise be forced 
to sell them at low prices were they 
not in good condition. Following is 
an article by M. W. Muldrow of the 
State Extension Service relative to 
the feeding value of wheat for hogs: 


The shortage of feed in Arkansas 


this fall will require careful planning 
of rations ot fatten hogs for the home 


meat supply at. an economical cost 
iVith hogs on hand, but only small 
imoontr. of feed, it will pay yoh to 
buy feed, he believes, and 
at the 


present prices of wheat and corn, or 
when wheat can be bought at an 
equal or lower price, he thinks the 
wheat will be a better buy than corn. 


Pound for pound, wheat will give 


slightly larger gains than corn, Mr. 
Muldrow says. For best rcsulls, how- 
ever, the wheat should be corsely 
ground and like corn, it should be fed 
with a protein supplement like tank- 
age and skimmed milk, he advises. 


'There is little wheat in Arkansas 


available for feeding, but with many 
farmers intending to plant wheat for 
winter grazing the grain can be had 
cheaper 
if needs for planting ,and 


feeding are pooled and co-operative 
shipments made to local points, Mr. 
Muldrow said.
